American people that his advisers 
—the leaders of the House and the 
Senate, the Democratic leaders, 
the men who stood by the late 
President Roosevelt and gave him 
the best advice they could about

legislative 
situation—urged 


Mr. Truman to sign the O.P.A. 
law before it expired last June. 
But he refused to accept the ad- 
vice of the legislative body. 
In 


any country where the parliamen- 
tary system is in vogue, the issue 
would" have been carried to the 
people. In a sense, it has been 
carried to the people in recent 
weeks and the Democratic major- 
ity in Congress is in danger of 
overwhelming defeat at the elec- 
tion on November 5.
